TUBE CAUSES TIRE TROUBLE 


Sinco tho almost univorsal use of the 
ono-piece transverBoly split tiro rims, as 
used on most of tho modorn cars, the re­ 
pair men in general have often com­ 
mented upon the largo number of tubes 
that were being presented to them for 
repairs because of a small hole within a 
radius of an inch or two of the valvo 
stems. 


K. G. Hotchkiss, local agent of the 
Pink Rubber Company, says that it is a 
quite common practice for a motorist, 
in applying a tube and casing to the 
rim, to push the tube 
valve-stems 
through tho holo in the rim and then 
pull the stem through as far as possible.

The following summary of the build­ 
ings was given by Margaret Brown: 


THE GENERAL PLAN. 
The plan of this group'of buildings 
is designed for all future needs and ex­ 
tensions, A line drawn through the cen­ 
ter of this building gives an equal 


- amount of construction on each side, 
which is called,tho main axis. A cross 


- axis runs. through' the center of the 
"'• stairway of the girls' building across 
% the froojt of this building and through 


the boys' building. These axes erow 
> just eight feet in front of the center* of 


this building, and that point will al­ 
ways be the center of eonstruction' re­ 
gardless, of extensions. For this reason, 
the plan calls for future buildings for 
the boys to be erected on the cross axis 
east of the present buHdings and future 
buildings for girls on the cross axis 
.wesjj of-their, present buildjng. Any ex­ 
tension to this building would be built 
on the main axis to the south. 


All conduits, steam lines, supply pipes, 
drains, etc., are carried from the ma­ 
chinery room direct through the pergo­ 
las to the other buildings,' with connec­ 
tion's ready to extend to other buildings 
in the future. The front grounds of the 
buildings will be beautifully parked ac­ 
cording to designs made by John Mc­ 
Laren, who designed the grounds of the 
Exposition grounds at San Francisco. 
Tho ground in the rear is divided into 
two play grounds, one giving tennis and 
hand-ball courts for the girls, with cro­ 
quet and basketball grounds, and the 
other with a ball diamond and track 
for the boys. About nine acres east of 
the buildings will be set out with o var­ 
iety of citrus fruits. Three acres west of 
us are how in lemons, which produced 
the lemonade today. The, remainder of 
the twenty-three acres on the high 
ground will be put in, a variety of ber­ 
ries and vegetables that cannot stand 
frost, as our high ground appear* to be 
almost frostless. 
The terrace we now 
have in grapes and eucalyptus. The low 
er ground will be occupied by our barns 
chicken yards, dairy, a few deciduous 
fruits, about four acres of alfalfa, and 
general garden truck, There are thirty 
eight acres in the entire tract. 


Our domestic water comes from the 
San Diraas water, whieh reaches us with 
over forty pound* of pressure. Our wa­ 
ter for farm use comes from the Covina 
Irrigating Company, Our drainage jthi 
sewage is carried to a septic tank 800 
feet from the buildings. This is con­ 
nected with a 35,000 gallon rewrvoir 
for irrigating alfalfa, eto,,' op the lower 
ground. The soil is all good, and. we 
feel; with the work onr boys can do 
here, that we can assist materially in 
producing much of our owii fruits and 
vegetables. 
The temporary 
building 
where we now are, will be changed over 
into barns, eWckaa housej, fencing, etc. 
All the lumber was selected'for this 
purpose and used In lengths to save

The small news item of the local newspaper is the heart-throb of t h e 
community. 
You can possibly employ a brilliant editorial writer. 
He may be 
better than can be secured by any other newspaper in the particular community. 
He fillsya place on the newspaper. 
But the'people patronize the newspaper, if 
at all, because of its KEEN KNOWLEDGE OF LOCAL CONDITIONS. The 
first duty of a local newspaper is to tell the small news of the community. 
Until 
the end of time there will never be anything so important and so poignant as 
the recording of the name of an individual with'local affairs—we may sneer at 
it when wo see it, and we may try all kinds of subterfuges to belittle it, but 
the truth remains, that, high or low, humble or high, the NAME in journalism 
is supreme. 
Until man and woman lose egotism this will be true. 


That is why the NEW newspaper in a NEW field has such a hard time 
to arouse interest. 
They cannot know the people. 
An item written is written 
blindly by an editor or newswriter in a new field. We do not like to submit 
our affairs to the unintelligent handling of strangers. A comparatively inno­ 
cent item, if written by a stranger, may contain (the very pcrverseness of 
ignorance assures a mistake) a bad construction, a wrong impression. 


Editors do not make a newspaper, except that they learn and follow the 
sentiment, the tradftion and the local likes and dislikes of a community. 
This 
comes through years of association with the people. A man may establish a 
hardware store and make good within a month. 
But a newspaper is the accumu­ 
lated knowledge of years. 
There 1B no business just like it, and it cannot be 
praiaed or condemned by ordinary commercial standards. 
This editorial is writ­ 
ten merely to remind you of something that you already knowr

Letter Received From Danger Zone, 
Telling of Precautions Taken on 
Steamer Enroute to Bordeaux—Ship 
Makes Safe/Passage—Women in Party 
To Join Hospital Corps.

Leslie Shlpway, formerly''a Covina 
high, school student here, -afterwards 
postal clerk in the Covina postofflco, 
whose parents lived many years,on Cum- 
ega nveauo, has arrived safely in 'France* 
and has been assigned to ambulance, 
work with the American contingent.

, Before the vessel on which he sailed 
had reached port, he;sent a letter by a 
vessel met in mid-ocean, the letter thus 
escaping censorship. He.says: 


' On board L'Espagne, Feb. 22. 
We aro now only about two .hundred 
miles from Bordeaux. It'is 3 p.m., and 
we expect'to reach Bordeaux, if we are 
not submarined; by tonight, or early to­ 
morrow morning. 
This. little stretch 
from now on is the most dangerous of 
all, especially the last twenty miles. 
Bordeaux is some miles up a river, and 
it takes us four hours to go up this 
river after passing through tho Bay of* 
Biscay. 


Everything is in lull readiness for a 
submarine 
accident, 
life-boats 
are 
swung, are stocked with provisions— 
food, drinking water, we have been as­ 
signed our respective life-boats, in­ 
structed concerning life-belts, etc. In 
case of disaster, the important thing is 
to got on.your life-bplt instantly and, 
if no life-boat is ready, jump into tho 
water and get as far from tho boat as 
possible beforo it sinks,' in order to 
avoid being taken down by the suction. 
Such a ship as this would probably sink 
in not moro than five minutes, so speed 
is highly necessary. There aro a number 
["of floating rafts ready, so if the boat 
wont down and wo wero at a safe dis­ 
tance in the watof, wo could got a raft. 
Of courso, the S. O. S. call would go out 
immediately and probably wo would be* 
picked up in a day or two. Two ships 
passed us today, the first I have seen 
since leaving Now York. Another small 
ship of some kind came within a half 
mile of us today at noon-time." This let­ 
ter will como baok on this boat, and will 
bo uncensorod by being mailed outsido 
tho threo-mile limit. 


There aro only Ave women passengers 
on our boat. Slxty-sevon passengers are 
Americans, mostly for ambulance work 
in France, This boat is heavily cargood 
with ammunition. Tho Germans would 
be glad enough to got us if they could. 


After getting to Bordeaux, we get im- 
[j«edlat,ol)\a pass to Paris, whore wo may 
stay some time preparing for work. We 
havo to do a Uttlo shop work there to 
help us in the Ford repair work. Our 
meals and lodgings are supplied on ar­ 
rival in Paris by the«French govern­ 
ment.

We walked for two 
hours, and the mountains soemed to be 
as far away as evor. Wo proceeded for 
two hours more, and still our destina­ 
tion soomod no nearer. 
However, wo 
knew wo were making progress, for the 
Munroe, in the rear, looked like a small 
row-boat, and became smaller and small­ 
er as wo continued until she disappear 
ed from view. 


At eight o'clock in the evening wo 
reached the. shore. We walked over the 
hill about a milo, and in a few minute's 
were in the little camp. Turner and the 
other members of the American 
staff 
had arrived the day before and had pre­ 
pared a big dinner for us. Gilson and I 
sat down at the table in the little cot­ 
tage which< served as headquarters for 
the Americans, and ate one of the finest 
meals of our lives. Boost reindeer, kill 
ed by a member of the camp the day be 
fore, made a great filling for two hun­ 
gry and half-frozen men,
